NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


The death of Mr. Chenery, for six years Editor of the Times, removes not 
only a friend of the Jews, but a devoted student of their history and language. 


The scholarly work which Mr. Chenery had done in Hebrew and in translation 


from the Hebrew, has often been referred to in these columns. He was one of the 
‘first members of the Committee of the Society of Hebrew Literature, and contri- 
buted to its publications a series of legends from. the Midrash which are very 
bright and effective renderings. Under his editorship of the Tim:s the Russian 
atrocities on the Jews were denounced and the career of Sir Moses Montefiore 
illustrated. The stupendous labours which Mr. Chenery imposed upon himself, 
doubtless, hastened his death. He went to the editor's desk a middle-aged man, 
and left it six years afterwards with blanched hair end old before his time. Mr. 
Delane, his predecessor, who had, like Mr. Chenery, some Jewish friendships, was 
always fair and often generous in his comments on Judaism, and it is sincerely 
to be hoped that no anti-Semitic influences will ever warp the counsels of the 
great newspaper. 


The following incident may be worth noticing as throwing an interesting 
light on the familiarity with Hebrew with which the late Editor of the Times was 
eenerally end justly credited by Hebrew scholars. The late Rev. A. L. Green 
who frequently addressed the Times on topics of Jewish interest, and was on 
intimate terms with Prof. Chenery, forwarded on one occasion to that journal a 
letter on the Russo-Jewish Question, privately accompanying it with the Hebrew 
words: 3ygpq9 YOyaoat. The import and wit of this passage could ‘only be 
appreciated by a eood Hebraist. Read aloud it sounds exactly like the Serip 


tural quotation which praises “ the word spoken in due season.” But when,

We notice with much pleasure that Mr. Samuel (Simeon) Moses, of Trinity 
College, Oxford, has been placed first in the Honours Division at the recent 
Matriculation Examination at the London University. As far as we can recall, 
Mr. Moses is the first dewish candidate who has gained this distinction since the 
new regulations have come in foree, though several of our coreligionists have 
obtained the second place inthe list. This success will direet renewed attention 
to Mr. Moses’s britliant career at the City of London School, and there is every 
probability that Ins college experience will bring more than equal credit both on 
himself and on his community. We note in the same list—besides other Jewish 


candidates —the names of three of the members of the Preparatory Class of Jews’ 


College, and we herein obtain a fresh contirmation of the success that has attended 
the reconstitution of that important body. Mr. Moses, we may add, also received 
his early education at Jews’ College School. 


The particulars of the recent examinations at the Bombay University which we 
publish in another columm are of the highest possible interest. For the first time 
an Indian dewess, Mary Samuel Perry, matriculated at the University. Two young 
Bene-Tsraels gained the B.A. degree and in the matriculation examination two 


of them gained honours in Latin and three in Hebrew. When it is remembered 


how low, comparatively, was the intellectual status of these native Jews but a 
few years ASO, OUF'S itistaction at the ereat progress they are now making should 
be great indeed. We were the first to direct veneral attention to the duty of 
taking every possible means to strengthen the ties of brotherhood between this 
interesting sect of dows and their fellow Jews in the British Empire, as well as 
to stimulate them efforts to improve their educational and social status. Our 
advoeacy has borne an abundant harvest.

Cruel as were the sufferings of the Russian Jews whom the Committee of 
theiSyrian Colonisation Fand settled in the neighbourhood of Latakia (Syria), 
they seem to be comparatively mild compared to what these unhappy : 
endure in their new settlement in the island of Cyprus. As long ago as Se 
tember last we expressed the fear, after perusing a letter written by eae of the 
colonists, that the better prospects said to await them in Cyprus were likely to 
prove a delusion. This fear has, unhappily, been but too full y realised. Diels one 
week as many as 06 of the settlers, or fully one-third, w 
several of them succumbed to their ailments. A distance of three miles has to be tra- 
versed in order to obtain water ;the climate is unsuitable for persons accustomed to 
that of Russia, and thereis not the slightest chance of success for them as agricul- 
turists, since they are surrounded by mountains which are completely sterile, and

consequently unfitted for cultivation. In their despair tx colonists have appealed 
to the London Committ2e to acquire land in a valley and in close Proximity to g 
town, where the temperature would be more equable and where it would be less 
difficult to obtain water. Their request, however, has not been complied With 
The colonists cannot be allowed to remain in their sad plight. We may perhang 
hope that the Trustees of the Mansion House Fund—who have still a large 
amount at their disposal—would employ a portion of it by rescuing the Settlerg 
in Cyprus from their unhappy position. 


~ The action—or rather want of action—on the part of the Board of Cruardiang 
with reference to the deserted children, whose case was made the subject of dis. 
cussion at the monthly meeting this week, is to be regretted. It was forcibly 
urged by Mr. Samuel Montagu, that the very remote chance that desertion might 
be encouraged ought not to outweigh the responsibility of the Board towards the 
victims. A little more consideration for these unhappy children ought to he 
exhibited. Their lot is hard enough, and ought not unnecessarily to be made 
more wretched by their being abandoned to the miseries of workhouse life, 
Besides, the community owes a duty to them. We cannot Conscientiously egye 
them to be subjected to Christian influences. The Board declares it will not 
send these children to their father in America or even supply them with motzas 
at Passover. We do not, for a moment, wish to imply that. the Board should 
relieve parents of their responsibilities towards their children, But we think 
that in presence of the evils that must result from severely letting deserted 
children alone, a uniform policy of rescuing them from the grip of the “ House,” 
should be adopted by the Board. | 


We are glad to perceive that our recent remarks on the subject of the absten- 
tion from the Synagogue of foreign Jews residing in the metropolis have attracted 
attention in the right quarters. The subject was introduced at the last meeting 
of the Council of the United Synagogue by Mr. Noah Davis, and on the motion 
of Mr. A. E. Sydney it was resolved to refer the question of the charges for the 
interment of non-members of the United Synagogue to the Executive Committee 
for consideration and report. Sometaing more than this, however, is needed in 
order to bring home to those Jews who hold aloof from the community the injtts- 
tice and unselfishness of whieh they are guilty. Our suggestion that personal 
application should be made to such persons is eminently practical, and would, we 
believe, be productive of good results. There are many Jews now outside the 
community who might easily be brought into it with the help of a little argu 


ment and persuasion. <A screwing-up of the burial tariff will not, we fear, effect 


much. Noone will be frightened into joining the synagogue by the knowledge 
that his heirs will have to pay a higher rate for his funeral. A judicious canvass 
for members should be made on behalf of each synagogue, and we venture to 
predict that many accessions will result. 


It is clear that the evil to which we adverted affects not only the synagogue 
but other communal institutions likewise. It was the topic of discussion at the 
last meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, as well as at the 
mecting of the United Synagogue. Two speakers who were in a position to pro- 
nounce an authoritative opinion on the subject, dwelt on the apathy shown by 


Germans towards the Association. But the Association does not suffer alone. 


very communal institution is badly supported ; and our German brethren have 
to bear.a very large share of the guilt. Indeed it would appear from the obser 
vations of the Rev. Professor Marks that the Berkeley Street Synagogue has in 
this respect the same experiences as other congregations. His ministerial duties 
he said, had brought him in ‘contact with persons who, though living in the 


_ greatest luxury, contributed nothing to the support of any Jewish institution. 


Such persons only identified themselves with the community when a death 
occurred in their family. It seems to us that the remedy to be applied is the 
same in every case, whatever be the institution concerned. A Vigorous Canvass 


prosecuted by those properly qualified for the task would secure the adhesion and 
support of many an “outsider.” 


The (remeindebund, or Federation of Jewish Congregations in Germany, 
held a meeting the other day in Berlin, its seat of management, when some 
interesting addresses were delivered by. the President, Privy-Councillor Dr. 
Kristeller, by the Vice-President, Professor. Dr, Lazarus, and by Professor 
Steinthal. Nearly two hundred congregations, orthodox and reform, are repre 
sented in this union, which rightly abstains from frequently interfering in 
religious matters of a controversial character. It may best be described «s4 
combination of our Board of Deputies and Association for the Diffusion of Reli- 
gious Knowledge. The affairs of foreign Jews rarely come within its purview; 


although on extraordinary occasions it has warmly espoused the cause of perse- 


cuted Jews in the East and in countries nearer home. Until two years ago, the 
headquarters of the Gemeindebund were at Leipsic, but the Saxon Government 
having rejected the petition of the Committee for itg incorporation as a legal body; 
it was no longer permitted to hold its mectings at Leipsic or in any other Saxon 
town. In this state of affairs the Administration, of which the late Jacob Nachod 
was then President, determined to remove the Central Office to Berlin, a measure 


which has resulted in adding considerably to the extent and importance of the

If Agnosticism: makes 
out a better case for itself than Protestantism or Judaism, does if not win a vic- 
tory over Catholicism at the saine time ? 


The desirability of teaching drawing in our schools has been lately insisted 
upon in. these columns. Another accomnplishinent equally useful is shorthand 
writing, In distributing the prizes at the Bayswater Schools the other day, Mr.

“THE MOTZA BAKERS’ RING.” 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” . 
sir,—I beg to be allowed tosay a few words respecting your article with the 
above heading which appeared in your last number. In the first place, I question 
the policy of commenting upon a case that was still svb-iudice, as I feel convinced 


_that the very severe and uncalled for remarks that have appeared in your paper’ 


have had the opposite result to what was apticipated by ,the persons by whom they 
were inspired. The motza bakers are tradesmen who will not be bullied or cajoled 
into throwing away. their substance, They have every right to sell their goods in 
the highest: market, and any person denying them this right must be devoid of 
common sense, For several years piast they have served the public well, and the 
majority of the public do not grudge them a fair profit on their labours. The days 
of monopoly are past, never to return, and this has been brought about principally 
by the efforts of the Motza Association, with the cordial jco-operation, of the other 
bakers, 

In your article you say that up to last year the Working Men’s Society had 
always been supphed by a private baker. Thisis incorrect, as some few years since 
the Motza Association supplied this society. the motzas being stored at and delivered 
from Camperdown House. The late Alfred Levene, who was manaver at that time. 
foresaw in the Working Men s Societyamenaceand adanger to the Motza Association 
From that time untilthe date of his lamented death he would not again entertain the 
idea of supplying that society. He predicted what has really happened. By sup- 
plying the Working Men's Suciety at a lower price than our own members we have 
lost, and are still losing a large number of our clients. Six years ago we had 1.800 
members on our books. and in the present year the number just reaches 1.zuu, The 
other bakers have suffered in equal proportiin by the action of the Working Men's 
Society. If we supply this society to the detriment of cur own m<émbers, the in- 
evitable result will be that all our members will leave us, and our soviety will col- 
lapse. The first principle for which the Moutza Association was ¢stablish-d was 
“The supply of Passover Bread to its members at cost price.” We cannot ignore this 
principle and give the result of our labours toa xociety that is working in dtreet 
opposition to cur own interests, 

It is cpuite true that the order was solicited and obtained last year by the Motza 
Association, and it was stated by the Treasurer that a profit of ¢40 was netted by the 
transaction: . This amount, however, varnishes into thin air when the matter is dis- 
sected. From this sum of £40 must be deducted rent of store room for two months. 
cost of removal. insurance. hire of scales. and expenses of delivery, towards which 
the Working Men’‘s Society did not contribute anything. My own opinion is that 
we did not gain £10 by the transaction, and if we had gained £100, that would not 
recompense us for the loss of 200 members, which we have-sustained during the past 
year. My Committee have wisely come to the conclusion that if any benefit is to lie 
sained, it belongs by right to the members by whom the society 13 supported, those 
who provide the sinews of war all the year round, and without whose assistance the 
society would collapse. 

We do not deny that there was a combination, but it was not against the 
public. What was done was in self-defence, to safeguard interests that were being 
slowly but surely undermined by the action of the management of the Working 
Men's Society. | 

With regard to the alleged Boycotting and the money penalty, the interme- 
diaries who were successful in getting the money refunded expressly told the bakers 
that they would not interfere in any way with the question of price. Nevertheless, 
they have been fighting tooth and nail to obtain a reduction from the original quo- 


upon us, and if there is one man to whom we should be glad to show honour and 
respect, and in whose views we should be only too willing to acquiesce, it is the head 
_of the respected house of Rothschild. Notwithstanding this, the Committee have 
felt compelled in this matter to think and act for themselves, and have not been led 
away by newspaper articles nor backstair influences. At a fully attended meeting 
of the Committee held on Thursday last, the 7th inst., it was proposed and seconded 
and carried by a large majority, “ That as a considerable portion of the members 
of the Working Men's Motza Society are in an equal position in life to 
our own members, we regret our inability to supply them at a lower price, and we 
further consider that.it would be contrary to the rules of our Association, anda 
gross injustice to our own members.”’ If the Working Men’s Society can 
prove satisfactorily that the majority of their S00 members were not 
originally members of the Motza Association and the Bakers’ Clubs, we shall be 
glad to put them on the same terms as other charitable institutions. Butlt is well 
known that this cannot be proved, and that the bakers prefer therefore to supply 
their own customers direct, and not through the agency of a middleman. By allowing 
the Working Men’s Society to sell their motzas at a lower price even than they 
were purchased at, they would only be hastening their own inevitable destruction. 
And now just a few words concerning the Flour Tax. Six years ago Dr, Adler 
permitted Birmingham to manufacture motzas, and they were also freely imported 
from Holland. In neither of these cases was any flour tax paid, Asa consequence 
of this state of affairs, the motza bakers agitated for a reduction of the Flour Tax, 
which was then 13s. per sack. (It should be here mentioned that the five London 
bakers pay to the United Synagogue in flour tax an annual sum of £700.) The Flour

OLD Forp AND NORTH Bow JEWISH CLASSES AND SABBATIE SCHOOL.—The 

annual general meeting of the subscribers to the Old Ford and North Bow Jewish 

Classes was held on Sunday last at the Olga Street Board School, Old Vord. Mr. 5. 

-H. Valentine, Chairman of the Classes, presided.. The Sixth Annual Report, which 

was submitted to the meeting, states that the number of children on the register of 
the Sabbath Classes is now over 250, with an average attendance of about 180, and 
on the register of the Sunday and Wednesday evening classes over 140, with ap 
average attendance on Sundays of about 110, and on Wednesdays of about 80 child- 
ren. The income for the year was £160 6s, 1d., and included subventions ef £50 
from Sir N. M. de Rothschild, Bart., M.P., and £20 from the Jewish Association for 
the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. The school fees amounted to £42 lds, 7d. 
The Chairman, in presenting the Report, said the classes continued to show the same 
steady progress as heretofore. The chief feature of the year had been the adoption 
of the new Code issued by the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge, which had necessitated an increase in the teaching staff. The 
amount of instruction required was very large, considering the ages of the children. 
Last year’s report of the examiners was highly satisfactory. The Chairman also 
referred to the heavy loss the institution had sustained through the death of the 
late lamented Rey.

As noone could have property 
in that produce there was no confiscation. At the same time, the needy were 
ensured the means of sustenance during a period which would otherwise have 
been a trying one. In one direction the Sabbatical Year did nothing to increase 
distress; in the other it did much to prevent it. It fed the poor during the 
season of agricultural inactivity, and, by insisting upon that inactivity, it ensuretl 
the continuous productiveness of the soll, and thus made extreme poverty all 
but impossible, 

Another provision connected with the Sabbatical Year may be noticed here, 
because though not agrarian, it was designed in the interests of the poor. One 
of the effects of the Sabbatical Year was the compulsory remission of debts, 
hence its Scriptural name of “ Year of Release.” The debts, however, as the 
Rabbins state, were only those of a philanthropic character. Money lent to the 
poor could not be recovered; but business debts were unaffected. That this 
function of the Sabbatical Year was purely philanthropic and not commercial 
as well, is evident from an examination of the fifteenth chapter df Detite?- 
onomy. It appears, however, that this benevolent provision tended to defeai 
itself in later times. The warning of the Law against the harshness which 
refused to lend to the poor in view of the operation of the Year of Release was so 
generally unheeded inthe time of Hitver that in the interests of the poor themselves 
the great Sage was compelled to resort to the expedient of the Prosbul. By the 
Prosbul the creditor made a declaration in advance before the judges thet he 
intended to exact repayment of the debts due to him, without reference to the 
Sabbatical Year, It was only by sanctioning this expedient that H1iLLEL was 
enabled to check the general unwillingness to grant loans to the poor. The 
letter of the Mosaic enactment was certainly evaded by this means, but it was 
evaded only in order that the spirit of the Law might be carried out. 

The Pentateuch, however, lays down other tegulations fot dealing with 
poverty, besides those connected with the Sabbatical Year and the Jubilee. The 
Israclite was bound to get apart for the poor a tithe of his produce every third 
year: to the Levites who were essentially a poor tribe he was commanded to give 
a tithe evervycar. Moreover, the poor were to have the gleanings and the corners of 
the fields and the forgotten sheaves. The grapes aad the olives which had been 


overlooked at the first gathering were thei property. “Lhey nightalso enter the 


cornield and the vineyard and eat freely of the ripe grain and grapes : though 
they were not allowed to take anything away with them. Thus, while the 
Jubilee safeguarded the rivhts of property, the Mosaic poor-laws insisted upon 
Its mnstbilitics.

be, however perfect the social organisation. Since men are born unequally 
endowed, physically and mentally, it must follow that they will attain various 
degrees of suecess in the battle of life.

their lot was made as tolerable as possible by wise and beneficent prescriptions. 
Under the Mosaic system no man could be in want of bread. On the other hand 
paupcrisua was prevented and self-help encouraged by the injunction laid upon 
the wealthy to lewd money to the poor: while the. misery caused by the immo- 


derate power which the Roman law gave to the creditor was obviated by the 


operation of the Year of Release. If that institution turned some loans into gifts 
the evil wasa very sin against 1f must be set the fact that the lupecu- 
nious debtor was saved from utter ruin. Again, although social distinctions were 
recognized as inevitable, an attempt was made by the institution of the Jubilee to 


prevent them from becoming too aeventuated. A man might part with his patrimony 


afford him another chance of improving his position. Even if he did not live to see 
that time his children would, and they were to suffer as little as possible for the 
misfortunes or the faults of their father. Thus, although a man might have been 
ruined through his own vices or the wickedness of others, his property remained 
in safe keeping forthe benetit-of those who came after him. No one could really 
be born to poverty when each had his patrimony, which needed but industry to 
furnish the means of subsistence. And thus the wide chasm which divides rich 
and poor in these times could not exist, with its attendant estrangement and 
danger. The Law recognized the advantage of maintaining a wide distribution of 
landed property. It not only gave every mana share of the soil, but it vested 
that share in him and his descendants for all time. The formation of large estates 
would have meant the eventual downfall of the nation. The prophets saw this 
truth in their turn, and were unsparing in their denunciations of those “ that join 
house to house, that lay field to field, till there be no place, that they may be 
placed in the midst of the land.” But while provision was made to ensure the 
distribution of the land, the land itself was protected. The laws relating to the 
Sabbatical Year preserved the soil from impoverishment, and thus safeguarded 
the source of the national prosperity. 

It may be urged that the entire system was an ideal one, like that of a 
PLaro, or a More, or an Owen, and that it could not, and did not, stand the 


strain of practical application. It must be admitted that, so far as the laws of 


Even if.all the opulent were 


under the pressure of poverty ; but a time would come when its recovery would ~ 
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the Sabbatical Year are concerned, the system was not successful during the 
period previous to the Babylonian Captivity. The Bible implies that the Cap- 
tivity itself was caused by the neglect of the Sabbatical Year. The land which 
the cupidity of the agriculturist deprived of its rest was to enjoy its Sabbaths 
when its inhabitants were in banishment. The denunciation at the end of Levi- 
ticus not only shows the importance attached by the Law to the Sabbatical 
Year, but appears to contain the germ of ‘an historical truth. The destitution of 
the soil, with its consequent evils, may not improbably have helped to produce 
national weakness and ruin. The failure of this part of the scheme, however, 
illustrates, not its impracticability, but the greed which nade its application 
impossible, As a imatter of fact it was successfully carried outin the post-exilic 
age, as can be proved from the Apocrypha and the Talmud. As for the Jubilee, 
it would seem thatits spirit, to say the least, was observed even in the Biblical period 
It is true that the prophets had often to inveigh against the earth-hunger of princes 
and nobles ; but the incident of Naporm and his vineyard, together with other Bib- 
lical testimony, tends to show that the idea of the inalienability of the soil had 
taken root in the minds of the ancient Israelites. According to some of the Tal. 
mudie doctors, the Jubilce fell into desuetude after the Exile ; though it would 
appear that some ordinances connected with it were eertainly observed. But, 
even if it could be proved that the agrarian code of the Pentateuch never existed 
except as a theory, it would still be remarkable asa wise and far-reaching attempt 
to grapple with some of the greatest of social problems. To our mind the scheme 
seems practicable enough if applied to the particular social conditions whic}, 
called it forth. Let it not be forgotten that it was intended for an agricultural 
community which existed in Palestine more than three thousand years ago, and 
that it was never designed to satisfy the requirements of England at the present 
day. It is a marvellous example of wise legislation—all the more astonishing 
because of the age ‘which produced it. Even in these days some of its main 
principles are full of life, and constitute the axioms of social reformers. lor 
though we may agree that Mr. Georce’s conclusions are erroneous, we must 
admit that their foundations are sure enough ; and we have but to turn to 
the Pentateuch to discover their origin.

Tt is for the community to fol- 
low his generous example, and demonstrate in like effective fashion its recognition 
of the necessity for doing something,-and for doing it thoroughly well. 


The question is in a most unsatisfactory state, There is an admitted want of 


> competent ministers in the community, which cannot be supplied. . The Central 


Synagogue all but decided to have no preacher of its own, but to go shares in the 
ministers of two other congregations ; and this on the ground thata properly quali- 
fied man is noi to be obtained for love or money. Happily, other counsels prevailed, 
and a scheme was defeated which would have proved disagreeable alike to the three 
eongregations who were each to have possessed two-thirds of a minister, and to the 
two ministers who were each to haye had three congregations. Then, again, there 
are the City Synagogues, whose pulpits are mute almost from year’s end to year's 
end ; the Sephardic Congregation which is in want of a preacher, or, at any rate, 
does not possess one, and the Borough Synagogue, which apparently thinks it has 
discharged its duty by having had a preacher once, 

These facts, however, represent but a part of the existing state of things, If 
the dearth of pulpit-instruction is serious in the metropolis, it is immeasurably more 
lamentable in the provinces, There are, of course, country congregations which 
possess preachers of undoubted ability. But there are others which never have an 
opportunity of listening to a religious observanée—the “never” not even being 
Captain Corcoran’s, And the unfortunate part of the matter is that it is just these 
congregations which especially reyuire pulpit-instruction. They mainly, consist, as 
a rule, of foreign Jews who might be more quickly assimilated in habit and mode 
of thought to their neighbours by the instruction and influence of a preacher, At 
ysesent their ministers are, generally speaking, foreigners like themselves. from 
whom nothing in the shape of precept or example proceeds calculated to correct 
those peculiarities which single them out in an unfavourable manner from the 
general population. Fortunately these ministers, who are worthy men enough in 
their way, are not looked upon by their congregants as authorities upon any sub- 
ject; otherwise their influence would be positively mischievous, for it would 
intensify in their flocks the characteristics which it is the business of the 
-comamunity at large, for its own sake, to eradicate as speedily as possible,

It is obvious that we are in the presence of a two-fold problem, of w 
solution must be two-fold.

‘second place there are the many metropolitan synagogues whose members CANNOt, of 
will not, find competent preachers to minister to them. Where are we to look for the 
explanation of these things? As regards the provinces, financial considerations are 
at the root of the evil. Preachers are wanted, and the men are forthcoming, This 
last fact will not be denied even by those who say the right men are not to be obtained 
for vacant metropolitan pulpits. Even students who have only just completed 
their college education will be allowed by most persons to he fitted for the duty of 
guiding the smaller country congregations in religious matters. The men, ‘hen, are 
to be had; but who is to pay them? There's the rub; for even clerica] students 
must live, and as a rule they have not private incomes, otherwise, { fear, they would 
not be clerical students, The congregations concerned cannot pay, the communit 

will not. At least, it has not been willing hitherto. But Mr. Montagu would rightly 
put an end to this unwillingness, He would have a fund created by voluntary cop. 
tributions, with the object of supporting, either wholly or in part, those young men 


hich the 


who are appointed as preachers to these minor congregations. Of one part of Mr 


Montagu’s scheme I do not approve. I do not think the subvention he Proposes 


should be made to the student, to continue only as long as he is prosecuting his _

studies. It should rather be granted to every congregation which can prove that it 
wants extraneous aid,and which elects as its minister a man approved of by the 
administrators of the fund. But this is a matter of detail. 


The scheme. as a whole. 
commends itself strongly to me. 


Unless Tam much mistaken, it will quickly com. 
mend itself to the sympathies of the community generally. But of sympathy we 
have enough and to spare, even in these hard times. What is wanted is action.

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THE PARLIAMENTARY OATH. 

In the Baadlaugh debate on Monday last, Mr Gladstone, in the course of his 
speech, remarked: “I believe I am correct in saying, though I have not had 
reference to the original sources, that Mr. Alderman Salomons was directed to 
withdraw from the House, and after being so directed did vote—that is to say, 
did exactly what Mr. Bradlaugh has done.’ Mr. Gladstone’s memory did not 
mislead him, The Bill for the “ Amendment of the Oath of Abjuration,” havin 

been thrown out in the House of Lords in 1851, Mr. Salomons presented himself 
at the table of the House of Commons on the 18th of July, and desired that the oath 
should be administered to him on the Old Testament. This was done, but the hon. 
member omitted from the conclusion of the oath the words upon the true faith 
of a Christian.” Mr. Salomons was thereupon ordered by the Speaker to with- 
draw, which order, after some hesitation, was obeyed. On the following Monday 
(the 21st of July), Mr. Salomons took his seat below the gangway on the Minis- 
terial side, and being called upon by the Speaker to withdraw, refused to comply. 
Lord John Russell then moved, that Mr. Alderman Salomons be ordered to with- 
draw from the House, and to this Mr. Osborne movedan amendment to the effect 
that Mr. Salomons having taken the oath in the manner most binding on his con- 
science, was entitled to take his seat. In a division on a motion for the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, Mr. Salomons voted in-the minority. Sir F. Thesiger pointed 
out that the House had certainly brought itself into a difficulty by allowing 
the oath in the first instance to be taken on the Old Testament. In the division 
on Lord Russell’s motion Mr. Salomons again voted. When that motion had been 
carried, Mr. Salomons persisted in his refusal to withdraw, but he finally consented

is, therefore, only these points of difference between the incident in 1851 and 
those of this week : Alderman Salomons was called upon by the Speaker to take 
the oath and went to the table in obedience to that summonse. The oath was

It is hoped that the concerts will be recommenced next Autumn. 


HvuLui.—The first annual meeting of the Hull Branch of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was held cn Sunday last, in the Synagogue. Mr. B, Barnett, President 
of the Branch, occupied the Chair, and was supported by the Rey. A. Lowy, Secre- 
tary of the parent Association, and a large number of local J ewish residents. Votes 
of thanks having been passed to the honorary officers, Mr. Councillor Vohen and the 
Rev. I, A. Levy spoke im support of the Association, The Rev. A, Lowy, in sympa- 
thetic terms, alluded to the death of their late President (Mr. J. L. Jacobs), and 
explained at length the work undertaken by the Association. As the result of its 
labours, persecution of the Jews had materially diminished, especially through the 
humane action frequently taken by the British Government, at the instance of the 
Jews of England. The Jews in various foreign countr es now enjoyed a greater 
measvre of protection than before. Speaking on the question of ede ation, 
which he described as one of the most important tasks of modern Jews, he 
referred to the fact that there were at present upwards of 4,500 children educated 
in schools subsidised by the Anglo-Jewish Association. He further paid a warm 
tribute of praise to the masterly work undertaken by the sister institution in Paris, 
the Alliance Israélite, which was the largest Jewish society 11 the world, Some of 
the previous speakers having urged the desirability of providing for the religiou 
bdueation of Jewish childrev in English provincial towns, Mr. Lowy, with the 
enthusiastic coneurrence of the meeting, pointed out that such an educational 
undertaking was of suflicient importance to engage the attention cf*a special organ- 
isation, which would have to take care that no Jewish child attending secular 
schools should be left ignorant of subjects appertaining to the Jewish religion. The 
Chairman then reviewed at length the work of the Association, and spoke of the 
excellent results which could be derived from a proper canvass, mentioning the 
names of several of the principal local authorities Whom he had inscribed as metn- 
bers. The retiring members of the Committee having been re-elected. the proceed- 
ngs terminated with a vote of thanks to the Rey. A. Lowy and the Chairman. 


MARRIAGE Portion Socirery.—A meeting of the members of this Society 
was held on the 12th inst..at 40. Mansell Street, Mr. L. M. Myers, President, in the 
Chair. The President, Vice-President (Mr. Charles Wollrauch), and the other hon- 
orary officers were re-elected. The mecting likewise elected one couple from among 
four candidates to reeeive the bounty of the Society on the occasion of their marriage.

The Presidency of the Administration the Jewish Temples, Paris, which. has 
been vacated by M. Gustave Dalsace, has been conferred on M. Hippolyte Lambert, 
who is connected both by financial and family relations with the Rothschilds. MM, 
Lambert is a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, and was at one time a Sub-Prefect. 
—The oflicial journal in announcing the appointment of M. Edmond Veil-Picard, 
a Jewish banker of Besancon, to the Legion of Honour, states that in. hia céipacity 
of Captain of the Sapeurs-Pompiers, he was twice injured in rescuing persons from 
fires, and that he incurred heavy sacrifices in organising and equipping a corps of

NAPOLEON AND THE JEws.—In a remarkable article on the history of ant. 
Semitism, the Mufrie recounts the susc3asful effort made by Napoleon in 1806 to 
improve the position of the Jews in Western Europe, and to remove the 
ubjust suspicions end restrictions to which they were still subjected. In order to 
convince the French nation that these prejudices were unfounded, he began by 
summoning an Assembly of Notables of French and Italian Jews, to whom were 
delivered twelve questions bearing upon the supposed conflict of laws between the 
State and the Mosaic law, or, rather, the Taimud. ‘Yo all these questions the 
Assembly returned carefully considered answer:, showing that instead of there 
heing any antipathy between the two laws, they were perfectly harmonious. The 
next step was to submit the decision of the Assembly to the grand Sanhedria 
which alone had a recognised authority to determine tuch questions on behalf ofthe 
Israelite community. Its 7) members included 45 Rabbis, and 25 lay members, and 
there was a sma'l contingent of representatives from Germany and Holland. besides 
those from Italy and France. The result being favourable, the meetine was fol- 
lowed at successive dates by the Imperial decrees which removed from the Jews in 
France most of the old disabilities, But the incident of the meeting was the open- 
ing speech of the deputy d’Avigdor—a name still bonourably represented both in 
France and England—who. to the aston’shment of all present. proposed a vote of 
thavks to the Catholic Church, He supported this proposal, at first so startling, by 
an eloquent speech, in which he maintained that Christianity had never been in 
principle the worst fue of the Jewish race, andthat the outrages upon Jews had not 
been insticated by Christian ministers. bus perpetrated in defiance of their exhorta- 
tione. The speech was a success, and the Sanhedrin remained a staunch friend of 
the Emperor. —
